In Original Jurisdiction this morning His 
Honour Sir Francis Piggott, Chief <Justice, 
delivered judgment in the cass of D. E. Brown

‘Tramway Company, Ld, and Messrs, J. D. 
Humphreys & Son. 

The Chief Justice said that there was just

I shall add this without any diffidence, 
that the word, as well qs the cognate word 
“amalgamation” connote the continued exist- 
ence of the old compuny until the instant of its 
merge into the new company, and therefore 
that any scheme wh'ch involves the cesser of 
that existence before the actual transfer af the
